Sound: Production 

These strings, instead of being 
struck by hammers as in the piano, 
were plucked by “jacks” furnished 
in quill or in leather. This mecha- 
nical method of. sound production 
meant that.substantial differences 
in the tone were not obtainable 
through the touch of the fingers. 

Thus accent and phrasing dyna- 
mics were only an illusion—and 
only through minute differences in 
legato and staccato playing was 
this achieved—much as a painter 
can suggest the third dimension in 
a mere outline drawing. 

As for the string themselves, the 
lower manual, or keyboard, gener- 
ally controlled two registers—one a 
dark eight foot tone, that is normal 
pitch, and one of sixteen foot tone,, 
that is sounding an octave lower. 

The upper manual generally con-, 
trolled a somewhat lighter eighf
